as used in this ordinance, shall be
deemed to include cor-
porations, partner-
ships, agents and individuals, ‘

The terms ‘‘electrical work,” as|

used in this ordinance shall he!’

installation, construction, mainte
nance and repair of electrical
equipment,

Section 4. The City Electrician
shall have supervision of all elec-
trical work in and on all build-
ings and structures in the City of
Torrance.

Section 5. All electrical equip-

ment and electrical work hereafter
to be installed in or on any build-
ing and other structures in the
City of Torrance must be in con-
formity with the National Board
of Fire Underwriters, *National
Electrical Code,”” then in force at
the time the work is done, and in
conformity with all rules and regu-
lations established by the City
Electrician and then in force, pur-
vested in the

suant to authority

City Electrician by Section 6 of
this ordinance, provided, however,
that said rules and regulations
shall not be in conflict with said
Code. A copy of said ‘National
Electrical Code” shall be kept on
file in the office of the City Elec-
trician.

(b) When the meaning of any

rule in the ‘National Electrical
Code” is in dispute, final decision
as to the correct interpretation

thereof shall rest with the Inspec-
tion Department of the Board of
Fire Underwriters of the Pacific.

Section 6. ¢a) The City Elec-
trician is hereby empowered to
make, establish and enforce, sub-
ject to the appreval of the Coun-
cil, such rules and regulations gov-
erning electrical work in the City
of Torrance as he shall deem nec-
essary to properly safeguard life
and property. A copy of said rules
and regulations shall be kept on
file in the office of the City Elec-
trician,

(b)  Upon the establishment of
a rule and approval thereof by
the Council and not less than
thirty (30) days prior to the en-
forcement thereof, the City Elec-
trician shall cause to be sent or
mailed to each person registered
with the Department of Buildings
and Inspgetions ‘in the manner
aereinaft provided, a copy of%
such rule wlth the date of its en-
forcement ' marked thereon, pro-
vided, however, that failure to re-
ceive a copy of any rule shall not
constitute any defenses
ever against the
penalty for the
rule.

ture. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that
the holder of said license or his
employee shall do work only in
the location for which the license
was granted and have regularly in

his employ a person properly qual-|

ified to perform, in compliance
with the ordinance, rules and reg-
ulations of the City of Torrance
thereto pertaining, all electrical
work done under the authority of
such license. Also a permit must
be taken out and a fee paid as in
Section 8 (a) of this ordinance.
(c) The provisions of all or-
dinances, ‘“Licensing certain busi-
nesses, occupations and callings in

the City of Torrance,” the said
provisions now stand shall Dbe
deemed to be incorporated in this

ordinance and shall govern all li-

censes issued hereunder.

(d) Any person, regularly li-
censed and registered as herein-
before provided, who shall lend

his license or registration to any
other person or shall take out any
permit at the office of the De-
partment of Buildings and Inspec-
tions under his registered name,
and shall allow any person not
regularly licensed and registered to
do any electrical work under said
permit, shall in addition to and
irrespective of any other penalty
imposed, have his license revoked
and registration cancelled by the
Council of the City of Torrance.

Section 8. (a) Before any per-
son shall do any electrical work
in or on any building or struc-
ture in the City of Torrance, he
must obtain from the City Clerk
a permit to do such work, and
must pay to the City Clerk the
fees prescribed in Section (13) of
this ordinance. Said permit shall
state the kind of work to be done,
the number of outlets, the num-
ber of fixtures, the number, size,
and full description of all pieces
of electrical apparatus, and the lo-
cation by street and number of
the building or structure in or on
which the work is to be done. Such
permit shall be valid only for the
work and location stated therein.
In cases where a building permit
is necessary, the electrical permit
must not be issued until after the
building permit has been issued.
If the work authorized by such
permit is not commenced within
thirty (30) days after the date
thereof, such permit shall there-
upon and thereafter be void. In
such case before work is com-
menced, a new permit shall be ob-
tained in like manner as the first
and the same fees shall be paid as
are specified in Section Thirteen
(13) of thig ordinance,

(b)  The following work shall
not be deemed to be electrical
work necessitating a permit
in the meaning of this ordinance:
such necessary repairs to electric
motors, generators or appliances
as do not necessitate new wiring
or alterations to old wiring, and
such regular repairs as are nec-
essary for the proper maintenance
of electric irons, heaters, sockets
or switch parts. But nothing
herein contained shall be con-
